2. Claims 1-1 1 and 27-41 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Regarding 
claims 27-34, reasons for allowance were set forth in the Office action mailed April 29, 
2008, on page 7. Furthermore, with regard to claims 1 -1 1 and 35-41 , Applicant's 
assertion, on page 9 of the current amendment, that in the cited prior art (Shiau) 
descreen filters are selected based upon image data and not on a halftone frequency of 
a printer, is deemed persuasive. The cited prior art references do not appear to 
disclose or suggest the steps of "determining a halftone frequency of the printer based
